Group III, claims 43-46 (in part), 47, 50 (in part), drawn to a method for treating 
microbial infection in a subject caused by a bacteria specified in claim 47. 

Group IV, claims 43-46 (in part), 48, 50 (in part), drawn to a method for treating 
microbial infection in a subject caused by a parasite specified in claim 48. 

Group V, claims 43-46 (in part), 49, 50 (in part), drawn to a method for treating microbial 
infection in a subject caused by a fungus specified in claim 49. 

Under lack of unity rules, unity of invention exists only when there is a technical 
relationship among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" is 
defined as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The "contribution over the 
prior art" is considered with respect to novelty and inventive step. See PCT Rule 13.1 
and 13.2; see also MPEP 1850. 

Here, the common corresponding technical feature is the administration of lithium 
to patients. However, the administration of lithium chloride to an infected patient is 
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already taught by the prior art, as evidenced by the previously cited WO 98/1 7288 
(claims 1 -6, for example). Thus, it is not the common or corresponding feature which 
makes a contribution over the prior art, as required for unity of invention. Rather, the 
contribution, if any, would potentially come from the specific selection of conditions and 
patients to be treated, which is evidence of lack of unity based on such specific 
conditions. Thus, there is no technical relationship among the claimed inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 

For these reasons, the claims lack unity of invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
